* MEMORY LANE: EC3Y/DEA47 [M15] x 


One of the now defunct German stations was EC3Y. Unlike a number of 
other German stations in the 80's, this one used a Spanish callsign 
instead of an official German callsign. According to the German PTT 
they used the Spanish callsign because the transmissions were beamed 
towards Spain. Not very likely, imho. The callsign changed to DEA47 
lateron. This callsign belonged to the BFST (Bundesamt fuer Telekom- 
munikations Statistik) in Husum, which is believed to be an alias of 


the BND. 


EC3Y/DEA47 was a Morse station and most of the time it transmitted 
''VVV DE EC3Y'' and later ''VVV DE DEA47'' strings. Only a few 5FG 


messages were sent each day. 


The station was only heard on Mon-Fri during office hours (0900-1700 


CET which is 0800-1600 UTC).

I can 
only just hear 3393 in the mornings at present - it is already 
becoming light here and will be full daylight in Eastern Europe - 
things should be much easier if he goes back to 6 MHz at the end of 
the month.

On Tuesday 23 March, the 0720 repeat went out on 14611 kHz (still in 
the fixed service segment) and not 14911 kHz as expected. The 2nd 
repeat at 0740 went out on 16111 kHz as per the schedule.

* AGENCY PROFILE: FRENCH INTELLIGENCE x 


:: General 
French intelligence can be divided into two groups: 
1) Agencies controlled by the Ministry of Interior / Surete Nationale 
(RG, DST, DCPJ, CRS, TRACFIN) 
2) Agencies controlled by the SGDN - Secretariat General de la Defense 
Nationale (DGSE, DRM, DPSM, SCSST, BRGE) 


French numbers stations allegedly associated with French intelligence 
are M16, M51 and the now defunct M33. See for station profiles N&O #4 
(M16) and N&O #9 (M51). 


:: Ministry of Interior / Surete Nationale 


* Traitement du Renseignement et Action contre les Circuits Finan- 
ciers Clandestins (Tracfin) is an agency that investigates money 
laundring etc. 


RG - Renseignement Generaux 
The taks of the RG is research and centralization of information to 
inform the government. It participates in the fundamental defense of 
the interest of the state and supports the internal security mission. 
RG has four directorates: 


* Directorate of Research: centralizes information concerning 
prevention and combatting and terrorism and watches groups 
which pose hazards to the national territory. 


x Directorate of Analysis is responsible for analysis and syn- 
thesis of information collected in the social, financial or 
corporate domains. It devotes an equally large share of its 
activity to the life of the city and to its deviances, such 
as urban violences. 


x Directorate of Races and Backlashes is responsible, througout 
the national territory, for monitoring backlashes and racial 
organizations, and it has judicial competentence for all 
specific infringements in this domain. 


x Directorate of Resources and Methods manages human resources, 
logistics, documentation, and ascertains budgetary matters as 
well as the training of personnel. 


RG also cooperates closely with the Directorate of the National 
Police, the Prefecture of Police and the other administrations or 


authorities. 


DST - Direction de la Surveillance du Territoire. 
Originally founded to counter alien military espionage activities, 
DST nowadays also focus on economic, scientific and technical 
espionage and on the terrorist threat. In the cold war days, the 
Soviet spies were the main target of the DST, now the Israeli and 
American spies are DST's main treats. The DST presently is adminis- 
tered as an internal security agency whose essential function is to 
search for information for security. 


The DST is divided into 5 directorates (counterespionage, safety and 
protection of the country, international terrorism, administrations 
and an office of (inter)national relationships); 7 regional directo- 
rates, and several brigades and 4 posts installed overseas. 


DCPJ - Direction Centrale Police Judiciaire 
The French national police force is the responsiblity of the Ministry 
of the Interior, while the gendarmerie national is supervised by the 
MoD. The DCPJ is one of the most important French internal security 
services and is closely related to the DST.

A network of the Gendarmerie Nationale can be heard on 4506.5/4507.7 
kHz from 08.00 UTC. USB and 75bd/400Hz Baudot are being used. The 
master station is the Mobile Group in Mont Saint Aignan who seems to 
be the connecting link between all ‘Escadrons Mobile' in the region. 
Normally there will be a callup in USB after which the RTTY session 
will start on 4507.7 kHz. All units were using 'Charlie' callsigns. 
Similar transmissions were also logged on 5438.5 kHz, this time 'Golf' 
callsigns were used.

:: CRS - Compagnies Republicaines de Securite 

The CRS was formed in 1944. CRS is part of the French police but has 
special tasks like the protection of the President and other officials. 
CRS mobile units also act as highway patrol, life guards and mountain 
rescue teams. 


Their territorial organization is on three levels: 

* a central administration with the general manager of the national 
Police in Paris; 

* 9 Regional groupings installed at seats of defense regions; 

x 61 dispersed companies across the metropolitan territory. 

x Additionally there are three continuous training stations and a 
dedicated station for the training for mountaineering and skiing.

:: SGDN - Secretariat General de la Defense Nationale - is 
responsible for the military intelligence services (DGSE, DRM, DPSM, 
SCSSI, BRGE) 


DGSE - Direction Generale de la Securite Exterieure 
The DGSE is responsible for military intelligence as well as for 
strategic information, electronic intelligence, and it is also 
responsible for the counterespionage outside the borders of the 
national territory. 


The DGSE was formed through the the integration of the diverse 
agencies of French intelligence from the Second World War. The Free 
French forces in 1942 created the Central Bureau of Information and 
Action (BCRA), which in November 1943 relocated to Algiers as the 
General Directorate of Special Services (DGSS). In November 1944 the 


intelligence networks of the French Resistance were integrated to the 
DGSS, which was redesignated the Directorate of Studies and Research 
(DGER). In 1946 the government created the External Documentation and 
Counterespionage Service (SDECE) subordinated to the prime minister. 
On 4-4-1982 the SDECE was replaced by the Directorate of the External 
Security (DGSE) which was no longer permitted to operate on French 
territory. 


DGSE is divided into a number of directorates: 

* Strategic Directorate 

* Intelligence Directorate: responsible the collection of information 

x Technical Division. Constituted from the former Groupement des 
Controles Radioelectriques (GCR). Responsible for strategic elec- 
tronic intelligence, and maintains a number of collection stations 
throughout the world. At a listening station west of Paris, the 
DGSE can intercept international telephone and fax traffic. 
[note: stations M16, M33 and M51 are thought to be DGSE related] 

x Operations Division is responsible for planning and implementing 
clandestine operations (think of the ‘Rainbow Warrior' bombing) . 

x Division Action is responsible for the training camps in Cercottes 
(CPES), in Perpignan (CIPS) and in Roscanvel (CPEOM) . 


BRGE - Brigade de Renseignement et de Guerre Electronique 
The (BRGE) is fairly new, it was founded in September 1993, to 
solve intelligence shortcomings observed during the Gulf War. It 
provides the Defense Ministry and military commands with SIGINT 
support. 


DPSD - Direction de la Protection et de la Securite de la Defense 
The DPSD (formerly Securite Militaire - SM) is responsible for 
military counterintelligence operations, as well as political sur- 
veillance of the military, ensuring the political reliability of the 
armed forces, and other military security duties. 


DRM - Direction du Renseignement Militaire 
The DRM was -like the BRGE- created to solve intelligence short- 
comings observed during the Gulf War. DRM is a fusion of the former 
CERM (Centre d'Exploitation du Renseignement Militaire), CIREM 
(Centre d'Information sur les rayonnements Electrotmagnetiques) , 
CIII (Centre l1'Interpretation Interarmees de 1'Imagerie), 1'Unite 
Interarmees HELIOS, and the Second Bureau of the Army and Air Force. 
Naval Intelligence was not absorbed by the DRM and remains under the 
BRGE. DRM collects not only military intelligence but also political 
and strategic intelligence. The DRM is not a secret service as such, 
it is merely analysing COMINT, SIGINT, HUMINT, SATCOM SIGINT and 
PHOTINT inormation collected by others, e.g. BRGE. 


:: SCSSI - Service Central de la Securite des Systemes d'Informations 


SCSSI is responsible for regulation of the use of cryptosystems.
